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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: While applicant argues on page 2 of their 
remarks that Thus, as amended the method requires repeating the method on two different portions of a selected DNA molecule", 
applicant is again reminded that their claim does not recite a method wherein "repeating (A) and (B) on at least two different portions of 
the same DNA molecule"... instead it only requires that "(A) and (B) are repeated on at least one other selected portion of said selected 
DNA molecule". As a result, considering there are many copies of the amplified molecule, there are also therefore "at least one other 
selected portions of the same{type) molecule being amplified. While applicant's arguments are considered, it should be noted that they 
are arguing limitations of their specification and arguments into their claims. Limitations in applicant's arguments, specification etc cannot 
be read into the claims.
